THE family of a 21-year- 
old Burwell man Richard 
Leadon have paid tribute 
to the “cheeky chappy” 
they knew and loved. 

Parents Karen and Michael 
Leadon and his twin sister, 
Caroline, have spoken out 
about the healthcare assis¬ 
tant after he died in a crash 
on the A11 at Barton Mills. 

The motorcyclist, of Carter Road, 
had been travelling northbound 
towards Thetford when his Yamaha 
machine collided with the central 
reservation at about 8.15pm last 
Tuesday. 

His family want people to 
remember him for his “infectious 
personality”. 

A tribute from his parents and 
sister read: “Richard’s infectious 
personality will be very missed by 
not just his family but also his 
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friends. 

“He has the most amazing, 
electric, bubbly personality and I 
he was a real cheeky chappy. 

“He always lived life to the full 
and he was never scared to try 
something new. 

“He was the strong one in our 
house and always made us so 
happy to have him around. 

“We were so proud to have him 
in our family as a son but also as a 
twin brother and we are so grateful 
to have had him in our lives. 

“He always made such an impact 
on everyone - family, friends and 
anyone who met him. 

“He will never be forgotten and is 
always in our hearts and we know 
his spirit will always be with us 
wherever we go, making sure we 
stay strong like he was but also to 
know that we are all loved. Rest in 


peace Richard.” 

His sister also wanted to 
pay a separate tribute to her 
brother, who the family knew 
as ‘Mouse’, a childhood 
nickname. 

Caroline, whose nickname was 
‘Squiffy’, said: “He is the best 
brother in the world and we will 
be best friends forever.” 

A meeting was held in Norfolk 
in memory of the former 
Cambridge Regional College 
student last Thursday organised by 
West Suffolk Cruisers, of which he 
was a keen member. 

Tributes have also been pouring 
in to a tribute page on Facebook 
called “In Memory Of Richard 
Leadon R.I.P”.

Local police sent 1o 
help tackle rioting 
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A POLICE officer from New¬ 
market and another from 
Mildenhall are among those who 
have been sent to help tackle the 
unrest sweeping London. 

Suffolk Police sent a unit of 32 officers 
to London on Monday, and deployed 
further staff on Tuesday afternoon and 
overnight to help arrest, identify or deter 
people from rioting and looting in the 
capital. 

The force said it will have significant 
numbers of police on duty in Suffolk, 
despite the provision to London, and 
added it will maintain a high-visibility 
presence day and night to deter disorder 
and reassure those concerned about 
events in London. 

Assistant Chief Constable Paul 
Marshall said: “We are working hard to 
ensure the county remains safe and we 
have sufficient trained police officers on 
duty to deal with any situation should it 
arise.” 

Additional officers and PCSOs will be 
on patrol in some of the county’s towns, 
although not in Newmarket, and will be

visiting businesses, community venues 
and other locations to provide advice. 

The force is trying to put to rest 
rumours which have appeared on social 
networking sites about disorder taking 
place around Suffolk. 

ACC Marshall said: “We would like to 
inform residents of Suffolk that there is 
no unrest here in the county. We 
understand how distressing these 
rumours must be to residents of Suffolk 
and can assure people there is no 
substance in them.” 


Suffolk Police has advised retailers 
concerned about the safety of their 
businesses to check regularly for 
suspicious activity taking place outside 
their building, to identify areas 
vulnerable to forced entry, and to ensure 
CCTV is working properly. 

The force has urged parents to ask 
their children where they are and who 
they are with. Information about possible 
daytime disorder should be reported to 
Suffolk Police on 01473 613745, and in an 
emergency, dial 999. 
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Caution over 
parking tickets 

A MILDENHALL man has 
been cautioned for 
making unauthorised 
parking tickets following a 
police fraud investigation, 
amid which all three of 
Newmarket’s car park 
attendants resigned. 

The 56-year-old has been 
cautioned for fraud by 
abuse of position and 
making false instruments. 
Suffolk police launched 
the investigation into 
activities taking place 
outside a Newmarket 
shopping centre after 
concerns were reported 
to them in May. 

The police arrested two 
men from 

Cambridgeshire, aged 23 
and 36, and a man from 
Suffolk, aged 56, between 
June 2 and June 13, on 
suspicion of committing 
fraud, and a fourth man, 
aged 55, who is also from 
Cambridgeshire, on June 
23. 

All four men were 
released from police bail 
on Monday, July 11, 
although the police 
confirmed they were 
continuing their 
investigations. 

Speaking last Thursday, a 
police spokeswoman 
said: “No further action 
will be taken against three 
other men who had been 
arrested in connection 
with this investigation and 
released from their police 
bail.” 

Town and City Parking 
was awarded the contract 
to manage six car parks in 
Newmarket in 2008 by 
Forest Heath District 
Council, and confirmed in 
July the three attendants 
had resigned. 

The attendant roles have 
been taken over by new 
employees. 

Kidnap accused 
to crown court 

TWO people facing 
charges of kidnapping and 
wounding a man have 
been sent to Ipswich 
Crown Court. 

Jane Degnan 46, and 
William Degnan, 33, both 
of Manderson Road, 
Newmarket, are charged 
with kidnapping Robert 
Wilkins in Newmarket in 
June. They are accused of 
causing him grievous 
bodily harm on the same 
day and William Degnan is 
also accused of 
dangerous driving. 

No pleas have yet and the 
pair were released on 
conditional bail. A 
preliminary hearing will be 
held at Ipswich Crown 
Court on August 16.

Vantastic boost 
for waste centre 


HAULING pianos 
about should be much 
easier from now on 
thanks to a new van 
bought for the charity 
set to reopen New¬ 
market’s recycling 
centre. 

The town’s Household 
Waste Recycling Centre was 
saved from closure by 
Newmarket Open Door, 
which will reopen the site on 
Thursday, August 25, 
offering all of the same 
services as before - some at 
a cost. 

Forest Heath District 
Council has contributed 
£40,300 to the cause, and 
Newmarket Town Council 
has donated £15,000 to 
support the venture. 
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The charity has spent 
about £26,000 on a Ford 
Transit box van with tail lift - 
a feature especially popular 
with Fred Fitzpatrick, who 
spends six days a week in the 
van collecting items from 
people’s homes. 

He said: “I think it’s great; 
now we have got a tail lift we 
can actually pick up heavy 
items because it has been 
very hard lifting in the other 
van.” 

The heaviest item the 
team had had to shift, he 
said, had been a piano. 

The new, larger van should 
also use less diesel, making it 
greener and cheaper to run, 
because fewer trips are 


required to transport more 
waste for reuse, recycling or 
landfill. 

John Durrant, general 
manager of Newmarket 
Open Door, said he was 
grateful for the support of 
Forest Heath and the town 
council, and for the advice 
on technical issues to do 
with running such a site 
from Suffolk County 
Council. 

Cllr Roger Dicker, chair¬ 
man of Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “This is money 
that does come out of the 
Forest Heath taxpayers in 
terms of its capital fund. 

“It’s good that the people 
from Newmarket and the 
surrounding villages will be 
able to have these services 
because of Forest Heath 


putting their hands in their 
pockets.” 

Cllr Keith Bovill, New¬ 
market’s mayor, said: “We 
are very pleased that the 
Household Waste Recycling 
Centre has been saved. This 
is a key facility for the local 
community and we wish 
Open Door every success in 
building a sustainable future 
for this site.” 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, 
portfolio holder for waste at 
Suffolk County Council, said: 
“I think it’s a fantastic 
opportunity and to be able to 
see the site reopened by the 
charity is just wonderful.” 

The remainder of the 
£55,000 will be spent on the 
likes of personal protective 
gear and health and safety 
training. 


Cosmestics go 
in theft spree 

A CREW of thieves made off with 
cosmetics worth almost £2,000 in just one 
day. 

In less than three hours on Thursday, 
July 28, the team of crooks struck in 
Newmarket, Bury St Edmunds and 
Ipswich. 

Between JJ.35am and 2pm, they stole 
goods worth £366 from Newmarket’s 
Guineas Shopping Centre, as well as items 
with the value of £955 from Westgate 
Street in Ipswich, and £500 of products 
from Cornhill in Bury. 

Police have issued descriptions of a 
man and three women they are seeking in 
connection with the thefts. 

The man was white and wore a purple 
horizontal striped polo shirt, white jacket 
with a black stripe around the chest, beige 
shorts and white trainers at the time of the 
offence. 

The women were also as white. One had 
dark hair in a bun, gold teeth, and was of 
large build. She was wearing large black 
sunglasses, a cream blouse, khaki or 
yellow trousers and brown sandals. 

A second woman was slim, with long 
wavy dark hair, and was wearing a black- 
hooded top, green khaki baggy trousers 
with elasticated bottoms and gold sandals. 

A third woman, who was seen in just 
one of the shops, was slim, with short dark 
hair, and was wearing a long sleeved top 
with a white stripe and black shorts or 
skirt. 

A similar incident took place at 3.20pm 
on Saturday, July 30, in Stowmarket but 
staff challenged the offenders, who walked 
away empty-handed.

“It’s a shame, not what we want to hear at 
all. But hopefully, the upside of that will be 
with our grand opening day on October J5 
there could be a rush of people wanting to 
come to Newmarket and open their 
businesses with us, but it’s very 
unfortunate because we definitely don’t 
need another empty shop.” 

Thorntons announced in June that it 
would close least J20 stores.

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Crackdown on 
crossing abusers 


NEAR-misses at Suff¬ 
olk’s railway crossings 
have occurred at the 
rate of almost one a 
month in the last year. 

Network Rail stat¬ 
istics reveal that within 
the last 12 months, 11 
incidents have taken 
place in which people 
or vehicles have 
narrowly escaped 
tragedy on one of the 
county’s 215 level 
crossings. 

There have been 
eight incidents of 
vehicles hitting barriers 
or other parts of 
crossings. In total, 120 
reports of misuse of 
crossings have been 
reported to authority. 

In response to daily 
reports of people 
putting lives at risk as a 
result of jumping red 
lights or swerving 
around barriers, for 
example, Network Rail 
has invested in a high- 
tech solution to catch 
perpetrators in the act, 
and dissuade others 
from breaking the law. 

A newly-launched 
purpose-built police 
van, operated by British 
Transport Police offi¬ 
cers, has been fitted 
with nine cameras 
using number plate 


recognition technology. 

It operates across 
Suffolk, Essex, Norfolk, 
as well as on the Anglia 
routes in Cambridge¬ 
shire, Hertfordshire and 
London, and pilot tests 
have shown the device 
does work to deter 
those tempted to 
misuse level crossings. 

Ellie Reilly, com¬ 
munity safety manager 
at Network Rail, said: 
“Most people who 
misuse level crossings 
know that they’re 
breaking the law, but 
that doesn’t seem to 
stop them. 

“Too often, other 
motorists and rail users 
are caught up in delays 
and disruption caused 
by people deliberately 
ignoring warning lights 
and jumping barriers at 
level crossings. 

“The new camera van 
is a strong deterrent for 
anyone thinking about 
breaking the law at a 
level crossing. 

“With the latest 
technology on board, it 
means the police can 
prosecute the small 
minority who insist on 
flouting the rules, even 
in the presence of a 
marked police van.”

HEARTLESS thieves have 
struck again at a charity shop 
in Newmarket. 

A man in his mid-30s was seen 
cycling slowly up the High Street at 
8am last Thursday plucking a bag of 
donated items from the doorway of 
the Cancer Research charity shop 
and peddling away. 

The theft of donated items 
follows an incident on Monday July 
25, in which two men fled with two 
sacks of clothes from outside the 
same charity shop at 8.30am after 
being challenged by a passer-by. 

Jenny Mullan, assistant manager 
at the charity shop, said: “We had a 
bout a few months ago and we 
thought it was solved, but sadly it 
seems to be happening again.” 

She said clothes are the biggest 
draw for the thieves. Staff have 
arrived in the morning to find 
disturbed bags on the doorstep, and 
the clothes and bric-a-brac 
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discarded by thieves strewn on the 
pavement. 

She said: “If it’s a wet night the 
items can be ruined when you come 
into the shop so it’s a double 
whammy, we get hit by the theft and 
we get hit by the things being 
ruined. 

“The shop is only as good as what 
people give us. We are grateful for all 
the things; it’s sad when we don’t get 
the full benefit of them.” 

She added they have recently had 
to throw a few bags of donated 
items away because they had been 
damaged by rain. 

Jenny said she was saddened by 
the thefts: “We have so many 
volunteers who give their time for 
the charity. I feel sad for them. 

“When other people are busy 


trying to steal from us, it’s not a nice 
feeling, when they are helping 
themselves to stuff that has been 
kindly given. We rely on our 
volunteers and donors.” 

Hilary McLaughlin, manager at 
the branch, said a neighbouring 
business had volunteered to train 
his security camera on the store. 
She added that the store had 
managed to secure a conviction 
following a similar incident last year 
thanks to members of the public 
informing the police. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk police 
said she was not aware of there 
being a spate of such crime in the 
town. 

She said: “We would always 
advise that anyone wishing to 
donate items to charity takes the 
items into a shop where they can be 
received by staff, or placed into 
secure bins that some charities have 
at community locations.”

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Mum might 
still be here 
M cancer had 
been spatted 



A SON has made a plea for 
greater vigilance over 
spotting the symptoms of 
cancer after doctors missed 
the warning signs of the 
disease in his mother. 

Paul Millbanks, 38, lost his 
mother, Irene, in June 2009, after 
the symptoms of lung cancer were 
not spotted before it was too late. 

He said: “She was always there for 
the family, so she would do 
anything for you - she was just a 
really good mum.” 

Mr Millbanks, of Howard de 
Walden Way, Newmarket, suspects 
that had his mother’s tickly cough 
and the jelly-like substance she was 
bringing up been identified as 
symptoms of cancer in 2007 when 
she first visited doctors, she may 
have survived the disease. 

He contacted the Weekly News 
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after we reported last week that 
many in Newmarket were not 
familiar with many of early signs of 
cancer - and risked missing the 
potentially life-saving chance to 
start treatment early. 

His mother was plied with 
inhalers and referred to ear nose 
and throat specialists four or five 
times by professionals who thought 
she was suffering from allergies. 

She was finally diagnosed with 
lung cancer in November 2008 after 
being sent for a chest x-ray, which 
picked up a shadow in her lungs, 
followed by other tests. But, by that 
time the cancer was untreatable, 
and she died the following June 
aged 67. 

Mrs Millbanks had served as 


chairman of the fundraising 
committee for the Imperial Cancer 
Research Fund in Newmarket, a 
forerunner of Cancer Research UK, 
and so knew what signs to look for. 

Her son said everybody - doctors 
included - need to be more aware 
of the symptoms of cancer. 

He said: “I agree with the doctors 
saying people need to be more 
vigilant in noticing the signs, but 
the GPs also need to be made more 
aware of the signs too and send 
people for scans, X-rays and blood 
tests to rule out anything more 
sinister, especially with someone 
like my mother who had previously 
been a heavy smoker. 

“I feel that had an early diagnosis 
been made my mother might still 
have been alive today.”

Fines 
for blue 
badge 
abuse 

PARKING fraudsters 
in Suffolk have 
escaped prosec¬ 
ution for abusing 
disabled parking 
provisions over the 
past three years. 

Suffolk County 
Council has revealed 
that it received 24 
reports of misuse of 
blue badges - which 
allow those with 
serious mobility 
problems to park 
closer to their 
destination - in 

2009, and 16 the 
following year. 

But between 2008 
and 2010, no 
prosecutions 
resulted from 
people misusing the 
blue badge scheme. 

Suffolk County 
Council is the 
authority resp¬ 
onsible for admin¬ 
istering the blue 
badges for the 
county’s districts 
and boroughs, but 
Forest Heath District 
Council employs an 
enforcement team 
to prosecute offe¬ 
nders and issue 
fines when nece¬ 
ssary around New¬ 
market. 

Speaking of the 
period between 
June 2010 and lune 
2011, a spokes¬ 
woman for Forest 
Heath District 
Council said: “Forest 
Heath District 
Council has issued 
554 fines for 
Contravention code 
87 (Invalid Blue 
Badge). However 
this could be for 
many reasons, such 
as failing to display 
the Blue Badge, to 
someone who is not 
eligible to park in 
the space marked 
for disabled drivers. 

“We would only 
prosecute if the 
name and address 
of the driver was not 
supplied.” 

Disabled 
Motoring UK, which 
carried out a survey 
of local authorities’ 
action over blue 
badge fraud, said 
councils which do 
not take action 
could be in breach 
of the Equality Act 

2010, which requires 
authorities to 
investigate activity 
which discriminates 
against disabled 
people. 

The survey reveal- 
ed Suffolk is not 
alone in not 
prosecuting offen¬ 
ders. The average for 
councils which 
replied to the survey 
was 2.9 prosec¬ 
utions per year in 
2009 and 4.5 per 
year in 2010.

Church joy over 
tower renovation 


A 40-STRONG congregation 
came together at All Saints 
Church, Worlington, to 
celebrate the fruits of a year's 
hard fundraising - and a 
towering achievement. 

The worshippers, many of whom 
came from St Mary’s in Barton Mills, 
attended the service to give thanks for 
the completion of repair and renovation 
work on the church’s tower. 

The community dug deep and 
produced a donation of £7,500, while 
the Suffolk Historic Churches Trust gave 
£5,000 to the cause and charitable 
trusts and private donors also 
contributed handsomely to the total of 
£32,000. 

The work to replace the west and 
south-facing windows of the 600-year- 
old tower cost £27,000 altogether, and 
the church will consult on how to spend 
the remainder of the money, which 
could go on the medieval glass. 

The work had become vital because 
the tower could have endangered 
members of the public walking along 
the footpath through the churchyard. 

Don MacBean, a member of the 
parochial church council, praised the 
work of George Collin and Sons, the 
contractor, and Spectrum Stone, the

stonemason. 

He said: “The contractors were 
fantastic; everybody always knocks 
builders but they were fantastic, they 
did it smack on time. 

“The contractors were George Collin 
& Sons, and the stone masons were a 
Newmarket company, Spectrum Stone. 
They went to enormous trouble under 
the eagle eye of the architect to get local 
materials that would blend in correctly 
with the original because it’s a medieval 
tower.” 

The work was completed within the 
alloted time period of just six weeks. It 
could not begin until the start of April 
to avoid disturbing the bats living there, 
and at the other end of the schedule, 
work had to be finished to avoid 
harming the swifts nesting in the tower. 

The thanksgiving service was led by 
the Rev Roni Mechanic. Clive Paine, the 
preacher for the day - whose historical 
knowledge of All Saints had helped the 
church put its case to the authorities, - 
made an address. 

There was a blessing for the tower, a 
peal of bells, and Shirley Reeder, the 
churchwarden, provided a buffet.

Town’s revamp 
‘given urgency’ 


COMMENTS made in a 
national newspaper about 
the state of Newmarket 
could give urgency to 
plans to take action in the 
town. 

Lucy Cavendish, writing in The 
Sunday Telegraph, said her 
meeting with top jockey Hayley 
Turner convinced her 
Newmarket was not the “dump” 
her taxi driver said it was. 

But, she also said the town was 
“rather down-at-heel”, full of 
“slightly tatty restaurants” and 
looked “as if life has somewhat 
passed it by”. 

Before the furore caused by her 
comments, councils and groups 
in Newmarket had decided to 
take action - but her words could 
act as an additional spur. 

A working group was discussed 
by Newmarket Town Council in 
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June, and is set to launch in 
September. 

Representatives from Forest 
Heath District Council, Suffolk 
County Council, the Newmarket 
Retailers’ Association, the 
Hoteliers’ Association and the 
Jockey Club have been invited to 
take part. 

Town and district councillor 
Warwick Hirst said: “It’s finding 
out what can be done and 
finding a way to do it rather than 
saying ‘it’s terrible’. 

“What we want to say is what 
do we want and how can we 
achieve it?” 

He said lots of work had 
already been done to improve the 
town, including cleaning the war 
memorial, and added New¬ 


market’s hanging baskets were as 
good as any in Suffolk. He added 
that much more was in the 
pipeline. 

He said the formation of the 
working group had nothing to do 
with Ms Cavendish’s article, but 
said her words may accelerate 
efforts in the town. He said: 
“What it may do is give some 
urgency to what we are going to 
do but it’s minuted in the council 
minutes that we agreed to start it 
in September.” 

A member of the Newmarket 
Retailers’ Association said: “We 
have been raising this issue ever 
since the association started - it’s 
taken Lucy Cavendish to stir it 
up. It was a very bad article but at 
the end of the day she’s stirred up 
a hornets’ nest, and it’s worked 
positively for us.”

Hotel cars are 
‘driving away 
shop’s trade’

THE manager of a 
Newmarket business 
says the lack of 
parking at the town's 
Premier Inn is cost¬ 
ing her customers. 

The 75-bedroom hotel 
opened in Newmarket’s 
Fordham Road earlier this 
year - without on-site 
parking. 

Sam Whyte, manager of 
three Bathstores, inclu¬ 
ding Newmarket’s, says 
hotel customers are 
parking in a loading bay 
used for deliveries to both 
the Bathstore and the 
Premier Inn, forcing 
lorries to block the access 
road - cutting off trade to 
her shop. 

She said: “The parking 
was one of the major 
issues as to whether the 
hotel was going to be 
built; all of a sudden it was 
built and it has not been 
resolved. Something 
needs to be done because 
it’s affecting them and us.” 

Bathstore customers 
have complained they are 
finding it difficult to 
access the store, and she 
fears others may simply 


be taking their custom 
elsewhere. 

Mrs Whyte, 42, said: “I 
know that since we have 
had the problem the 
figures have shown a 
decline in footfall and a 
decline in sales - it’s not 
just the climate we are in.” 

She wants to see the 
area clearly designated as 
a bay for deliveries. In 
addition, she said, the 
Bathstore’s three customer 
parking spaces are often 
used by visitors to the 
nearby hotel. 

Mrs Whyte said the 
bays start to fill up from 
2pm, and are vacated by 
9.30am, and the problems 
last all day between Friday 
and Sunday. 

A spokeswoman for 
Premier Inn said: “All 
guests to the hotel are 


advised that they must 
use the nearby short-stay 
car park. 

“It has come to our 
attention that some guests 
have been parking outside 
another local business 
and as a result we have 
put up a sign informing 
guests that they are not 
able to park there.” 

A Suffolk County 
Council spokeswoman 
said: “Staff working for the 
businesses affected 
alerted Suffolk County 
Council to this issue. 

“A traffic management 
engineer will now attend 
the site to establish what, 
if any, remedial works can 
be carried out to improve 
access for both Premier 
Inn and Bathstore 
customers.”

O NCE again,

MR POPPER’S PENGUINS

BASED on the children's book 
by Richard and Florence 
Atwater, Mr Popper's 
Penguins is a cutesy tale of 
errant fathers, emotionally 
damaged offspring and 
feathered friends, whose fates 
collide in New York City. 

A Christmas release would 
have better suited Mark 
Waters's whimsical 
confection, when the lashings 
of sticky sweet sentiment are 
easier to swallow, and the 
chill outside mirrors the 
swathes of snow and ice on 
the big screen. 

Like the birds at the film's 
emotional core, Jim Carrey 
and co will struggle to take 
flight in a summer overloaded 
with flashier blockbusters. 

The screenwriters certainly 
don't help, having the titular 
father deliver a patriotic 
grandstand speech about the 
glory of America. 

The film opens in 1976 with 
young, rosy-cheeked Tommy 
Popper communicating with 
his explorer father in 


Antarctica using a CB radio 
and the handles Tippytoes 
and Bald Eagle. 

Fast forward to the present 
day and Thomas (Jim Carrey) 
has become a workaholic real 
estate developer. 

In order to secure promotion, 
Thomas must persuade Mrs 
Van Gundy (Angela Lansbury) 
to sell the Tavern On The 
Green restaurant in Central 
Park. She rebuffs his pitch, 
determined to sell the historic 
property to a person of worth. 
While he attempts to close 
the deal, Thomas receives his 
inheritance from his late 
father: six Gentoo penguins, 


which take over his life and 
rebuild bridges with ex-wife 
Amanda (Carla Gugino) and 
children. 

Mr Popper's Penguins is a 
saccharine family-oriented 
comedy, which hammers 
home the central message 
about parental responsibility 
and love triumphing over 
adversity. 

Carrey reins in his usual 
mugging and is completely 
upstaged by the real and 
digitally rendered birds, who 
wreak havoc at a swanky party 
in the Guggenheim museum 
with its sloping spiral walkway.

GARDENING 


Greens and pleasant land 


T HE Open 

Championship has 
ended - but work 
continues to ensure the green 
and the fairways remain in tip 
top condition. 

Graham Royden, head greenkeeper 
at Royal St George’s in Kent, where 
the famous golf competition is held, 
says that gardeners can work towards 
making their grass look as good as 
his. 

“The big difference between the 
course here at Royal St George’s and 
garden lawns is that we use a 
different type of grass seed and spend 
literally hundreds of hours tending 
the turf. But, that said, a few simple 
tips can help any gardener achieve 
almost perfect results,” he adds. 

“The thing not to do is attempt to 
keep the grass as short as we do here 
on the course. I support the concept 
among domestic gardeners of 
keeping an area of grass either uncut 
during the season or at least left 
longer for the benefit of wildlife.” 

Royden and his team, who work 
around the clock to ensure that the 
famous course is in top condition for 
the event, have a fleet of grass- 
cutting machines and equipment 
which includes more than 20 mowers, 
tractors, scarifiers and other 
equipment. 

But regular gardeners won’t need 
such a wealth of machinery. Royden 
says there are five key elements to 
ensuring a brilliant lawn.

■ Cut little and often: never take off 
more than a third of the grass blade 
length as this will damage the plant. 
In dry weather, reduce the frequency 
of cut, raise the mower height and 
consider leaving the cuttings on the 
lawn to help feed and shade the grass. 

■ Watering: watering domestic lawns 
is a far more contentious issue and 
depends on local water availability 
and any restriction notices that may 
be in force. Royden says that keeping 
moisture in the soil profile on a golf 
course is vitally important. 

■ Feeding: the grass at Royal St 
George’s is largely fed by an entirely 
natural product and Royden is a keen 
advocate of environmentally-safe 
feeding. He recommends three feeds 
a year: spring (March to April), 
summer and autumn (September to 
October). It’s important to ensure 
that, when using proprietary feeds, 
you use them according to the season 
as the balance of nutrients for a 
spring feed is entirely different to that 
needed in the summer or autumn. 


■ Aeration: aeration is vitally 
important because it allows light, 
moisture and air to reach the growing 
roots of the grass. A normal garden 
fork dug into the lawn to a depth of 
about 10cm (4in) and about 15cm 
(6in) apart is ideal, although 
hollowed tined forks can also be 
used. He suggests that the best time 
for this is in March and again in 
October. 

■ Scarifying: he says that scarifying 
- combing the grass to remove dead 
plants and thatch - with a spring-tine 
rake or a powered electric or petrol 
scarifier should be done twice a year; 
April or May and again in September 
or October to encourage new grass 
growth, and this can be achieved 
either by hand with a spring rake or 
using a powered machine. 

Of course, in the hands of the 
skilled greenkeeper a roller does 
useful work - but to use it 
successfully you need to have an 
already smooth lawn. Be warned that 
rollers won’t iron out the bumps, but 
will often make matters worse by 
depressing the hollows even further, 
impeding drainage and reducing the 
air space which is vital for healthy 
grass roots. 

If your grass is in good condition, 
use a roller in spring when the 
surface is dry and the soil is damp. 
Alternatively, choose a good quality 
rotary mower with a roller which will 
give you stripes, providing you mow 
the lawn up and down alternately.
